The defendant is hereby sentenced to probation for a term of :

8) the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distributed, or administered; 

9) the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the pronation officer; 

1 0) the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

11) the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer; 

12) the defendant shall not enter into any agreement to act as an informer or a special agent of a law enforcement agency without the 
permission of the court; and

ADDITIONAL PROBATION TERMS 

Defendant placed on 36 months of probation as to count 1 . 

Defendant shall pay a special assessment fee of $25.00 immediately payable to the Clerk of the Court for the U. S. District 
Court of Columbia. 

Defendant shall pay restitution in the amount of $2,855.51 payable to Wachovia Bank, 4812 Massachusetts Avenue. N.W. 
in monthly installments of $100.00 and provide verification to the United States Probation Office. 

Defendant shall, within 30 days, notify the Clerk of the Court for the U. S. District Court, District of Columbia of the change 
of address until such time as the financial obligation is paid in full. The Court waives the payment of interest that may 
accrue on the restitution amount. 

Defendant shall, while on probation, not hold any employment where she has direct access to or responsibility for any 
financial instruments unless she provides notice to the employer. If defendant declines to provide notice to defendant's 
employer, the United States Probation Office is authorized to provide the employer with proper notice of defendant's 
conviction to allow the employer to a make a decision concerning defendant's job duties. 

Until restitution and the special assessment fee are paid in full, defendant is prohibited from incurring new credit charges, 
opening additional lines of credit or negotiating or consummating any financial contracts without the approval of the United 
States Probation Office. 

Defendant shall, until restitution and the special assessment fee are paid in full, provide the United States Probation Office 
with defendant's income tax returns, authorization for release of credit information, and any other business or financial 
information in which defendant has a control interest. 

The United States Probation Office shall release the presentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies in order to 
execute the sentence of the Court.
